This Response to Notice of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief provides the item under the 
following heading as corrected according to MPEP1205.03 (B): 

V. SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER 

The embodiments of the present invention as recited by the language of independent 
claims 1, 21 and 25 are generally directed to a method and apparatus for transferring data. 

Independent claim 1 generally features a method comprising steps of executing a first 
data transfer command (such as 322 in FIG. 7 and page 1 7, lines 29-33), and delaying 
execution of a second data transfer command (such as 324 in FIG. 7 and page 17, lines 29- 
33) to transfer speculative data (such as 1 (50 in FIG. 7 and page 17, lines 29-33) in lieu 
thereof. See e.g., specification, page 17, lines ; 5-28 and FIGS. 4-7. See also page 5, line 25 
to page 6, line 8; page 6, lines 12-20; page 6, lines 28-32; page 7, lines 5-7 and lines 13-17; 
page 9, lines 1-1 1. See also FIG. 3 and page 9, line 16 to page 10, line 7 (exemplary first 
data transfer command 154, exemplary second data transfer command 151, and exemplary 
speculative data 162 in FIG. 3). 

Independent claim 21 generally features a method comprising steps of transferring 
first data in response to an execution of a first pending command (such as 322), and 
transferring speculative data (such as 160) instead of second data associated with a second 
pending command (such as 324) during a next available latency period for the second 
command when the speculative data are adjudged as having a utility greater than a utility of 
the second data (such as 216, 242, 272). See e.g., specification, page 17, lines 5-33 and

FIGS. 4-7. See also page 5, line 25; to page 6, line 8; page 6, lines 12-20; page 6, lines 28-32; 
page 7, lines 5-7 and lines 13-17; page 9, lines MI. See also FIG. 3 and page 9, line 16 to 
page 10, line 7 (exemplary first data transfer command 154, exemplary second data transfer 
command 1 5 1 , and exemplary speculative data 1 62 in FIG.

Independent claim 25 is an apparatus claim generally featuring a controller (such as 
134) configured to execute a first data transfer command (such as 322), and to delay 
execution of a second data transfer command (such as 324) to transfer speculative data in lieu 
thereof (such as 160). See specification, page 17, lines 5-33 and FIG. 7; page 4, lines 15-19 
and FIG. 2. See also page 5, line 25 to page 6, line 8; page 6, lines 12-20; page 6, lines 28- 
32; page 7, lines 5-7 and lines 13-17; page 9, lines 1-11. See also FIG. 3 and page 9, line 16 
to page 10, line 7 (exemplary first data transfer command 154, exemplary second data 
transfer command 151, and exemplary speculative data 162 in FIG. 3).
